Governor  of  Montana: 
In  compliance  with  the  general  requirements  of  the  laws  of 
the  State,  the  State  Board  of  Pardons  submit  this,  the  Sixth 
Annual  Report  of  their  doings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  De- 
cember 1st,  1895. 

All  convicts  who  have  been  granted  executive  clemency  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  last  past,  as  well  as  those  whose  sentence 
have  been  diminished  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,
